“The principal reasons why publish- 
ing not like any other business are 
these: first, the publisher can exist 
lower overhead than another pro- 
ducer; second, the publisher has 
greater diversity ‘lines’ than an- 
other producer, each his publica- 
tions being line itself; and third, 
that the author, not the publisher, 
the real producer the merchandise. 


“The central point that one pub- 
lisher can things that another pub- 
lisher cannot—small publishers 
distinguished both from large pub- 
lishers and from one another. 


“The necessity treating each title 
special problem with its own 
dividual market has already been men- 
tioned, and seems generally 
agreed that this real necessity. 
Certainly one the most important 
contributions some the younger 
houses has been the emphasis they 
have placed this technique. What 
more, they have applied not only 
their best sellers, but their less 
important well. 
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“One publisher can handle prob- 
lems that another cannot. While 
not true any general publisher that 
his list runs one classification, 
true that every publisher apt

They followed with interest the entire 
process, which begins with the bales 
the paper stock gathered from all 
four corners the universe, and ends

explained, including the beaters and 
breaker-beaters (each one with the 
capacity 1,000 pounds), Jordaning, 
the rolling out binders’ board 
the large cylinders, the hydraulic 
presses that remove the water, and 
the rack drying specially heated 
chambers. The bookbinders followed 
each successive stage with great in- 
terest was explained Messrs. 
Joralemon and Trubee. 


Warping Problem Discussed 


Many questions were asked regard- 
ing some the problems that con- 
fronted the binder the handling 
this product, particularly the warp- 
ing boards. the solution the 
warping problem, said Mr. Trubee, the 
chief consideration allow the 
manufacturer the proper time for the 
seasoning boards before shipment 
the binder. Warping occurs, 
nine cases out ten, where the manu- 
facturer obliged put through 
“rush order” without permitting the 
boards proper time for seasoning 
the plant. Also, likely occur, 
said Mr. Trubee, when any too violent 
changes temperature affect the 
board. 

“Visits the manufacturing plants 
that are supplying the bookbinders,” 
said William Thurman, president 
the Guild, “are always helpful 
giving the bookbinder better under- 
standing the product handling. 
Some the Guild members, although 
they have handled board from 
years, had never seen board mill. 
sure that understand little 
better degree some the problems 
that confront the manufacturers 
well the bookbinders.”
